DECLARES POLES WILL REVOLT. 


Organizer of Their Revolutionary Party

The strikers retired along the little pros- 
pect and made a new barricade, but upon 
the infantry advancing the crowd ran, later 
throwing stones from windows.

Streets Picture of Ruin.

MAY STOP WAR WITH-JAPAN, 


Speedy Peace Regarded as Certain if 
Movement in Russia Grows 
More Serious. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—As the situation in Rus- 
sia grows worse European opinion takes a 
more hopeful view. The explanation of this 
paradox is the belief that the revolt has 
reached such proportions as to compel the 
ezar and those who have been giving him 
counsel to stop the war in order to pacify the 
country. It is argued that this result will be 
reached whatever turn the insurrectionary 
movement takes. Speedy peace is certain it 
the rebellion by any chance succeeds. 

On the other hand, if, as is more probable, 
a policy of ruthless suppression produces ap- 
parent submission, no sane government dare 
wage a war while a voleano is smoldering 
beneath it. 

The latest dispatches make it abundantly 
clear that the demand for reforms indicates 
a hatred of war well nigh universal so far as 
it concerns the urban population of Russia. 


It is equally apparent that the resort to 


butcheries will only drive the desperate popu- 
lace to forms of vengeance that ordinarily 
would be considered detestable. Public mas- 
sacres will breed a vast crop of assassine and 
incendiaries, against whom the czar, grand 
dukes, and all other tyrants will be helpless, 
The most careful observérs see in the events 
of the last three days in the principal cities 
of Russia the beginning of the end of the far 
eastern war. This opinion was reflected 
today in the London stock exchange and 
continental bourses.. The first alarm caused 
by Sunday's slaughter has given place to 
optimism which will not disappear unless 
general anarchy should seize the empire 
Russia still wi be Russia whoever reigns 
and whatever replaces the present govern- 
nex.

‘The agitation which followed unqueetion- 
ably made the government apprehensive. 
When in the past have ministers of his 
majesty come out In public defense of his 
policy? . Prince Khilkoff, minister of ways 
and communications, earnestly appealed to 
his countrymen to exercise caim, sober con- 
sideration of the general intérests of the 
country as “citizens and not as enemies,” 
He declared the emperor was striving ear- 
nestly to introduce the reforms which the 
country needed, but that the questions in- 
volved were too vital to permit.of solution 
in haste and with passion, despite the differ- 
ent conceptions of just what was required. 


Constitution “Premature” Then 


“I know many people believe we need a 
constitution, but to my mind this is prema- 
ture,” he added. “In Russia it would not 
meet the conditions. The people are in vari- 
ous stages of development, the vast majority 
being without even the elements of an edu- 
cation. The nation also suffers from caste 
distinctions, while many nationalities, sich 
as Poles, Finns, Jews, Carcassians, and Ar- 
menians, would have to have created for 
them a special body of laws.”’ 

Even the firm opposition of the government, 
the conciliatory declarations of cabinet min- 
isters, and the concessions granted by the 
emperor have not been able to prevent a 
growth of the revolutionary movement, 
which has found expression tn strikes which 
now prevail in Russia. How long the gov- 
ernment will be able to keep the upper hand 
ig a questian that cannot be answered at this 
moment. 

There is socialism in the army, and it is the 
army which upholds the throne. The Finns 
hate Russia with the intensity of a people 
sluggish in anger. The Poles proclaimed a 
king last March, and in order to prevent a 
rebellion the government was compelled to 
etrengthen its forces In Poland. The Jews 
detest Russia with the vigor of an oppressed 
and downtrodden people. The Armenians 
only await the opportunity to revolt. At 
present these several races are cowed be- 
fore the rifies of Russian soldiers, but with 
the spread of discontent in Russia there will 
be agitation and possibly armed revolution 
among these alien peoples. :
